Suicide is the second leading cause 
of death among college students

Suicide is the tenth leading cause of 
death in America, with approximately 
94 people taking their lives every day. 
That means that suicide claims the lives 
of 42,773 people each year in our nation. 
Suicide is killing someone’s family, friend 
or neighbor every day. 

While people may think the 
majority of suicides are by 
teenagers and young adults, 
statistics show that the 
majority of people who commit 
suicide are elderly white men 
over the age of 85. It is believed 
that most elderly men choose 
to end their lives because their 
spouses have already passed. 

The second age group that is 
mostly affected by suicide is those who 
are between the ages of 45-64. Although 
teenagers and young adults do not 
make up the majority of suicide victims, 
suicide is the second leading cause of 
death for their age group, according to 


the Jason Foundation. 

Most men who commit suicide use a 
firearm. The difference between suicide 
among men and women is that most men 
use firearms or hanging, while women 
use pills. Although females attempt 
suicide three times more often than 
males, due to the methods 
they use, males are four times 
more likely than females to 
die by suicide. 

When it comes to a 
particular U.S. location, 
according to CBS News, most 
suicides occur in Alaska. This 
is said to be true because 
Alaska is a very cold and dark 
place. In contrast, sunshine 
releases endorphins, which 
allows people to be happier. 

Although many people think suicide 
happens without warning, according 
to the Jason Foundation and webmd. 
com, four out of five teens who attempt 
suicide have given clear warning signs

such as deep sadness, hopelessness, 
always thinking or talking about death, 
taking risks that could lead to death, 
putting affairs in order, or calling people 
to say goodbye. Research also shows 
that when people talk about or threaten 
suicide, they have a higher chance of 
carrying through with it, so talking 
about it should be considered a warning 
sign. 

Suicide attempts can be brought on 
by depression, mental illness or even 
substance abuse. People at risk of suicide 
should be encouraged to talk about their 
feelings and receive counseling and/or 
medical help.

PTK brings awareness to stigmas 
placed on mental disorders

What are some common 
misconceptions about people with 
mental disorders, and how can 
students help those who suffer with 
them? These topics are key focal 
points for the Rho Sigma chapter of 
Phi Theta Kappa this semester as 
part of their Honors in Action project 
that will be entered in both regional 
and international competition in the 
spring term. 

The first project kicked off with 
booths hosted in Jones Hall and 
in front of the cafeteria on Oct. 3. 
Here, chapter officers and members 
raised awareness regarding mental 
disorders, informed students about 
stigmas concerning those with mental 
disorders and explained how to fight 
misconceptions regarding these 
disorders. Some of the items at the 
booths were stickers stating, “I’m a 
stigma fighter” along with a signup 
sheet pledging to work to alleviate 
stigmas against those suffering from 
any of a variety of mental disorders. 
One example given was that many 
people believe that mental disorders 
cannot be helped, but this assumption 
is false. Many mental issues are ones 
that people can receive help for such 
as stress or depression. 

Another common misconception of 
mental disorders is that many people 
do not have them. This is also false.

Stress, or being down about little 
things, can be dealt with and helped. 
Rho Sigma wanted students to know 
that, because so many people deal with 
stress and depression, no one should 
feel ashamed to seek help. Additional 
handouts touted the significance 
of stress reduction and announced 
Stress Management workshops held 
on campus. 

Two of the people working one 
of the booths were Samantha Dean, 
the president of Rho Sigma at Jones 
County Junior College, and Caitlin 


Malone, Rho Sigma’s Director of 
College Project. They spent time 
informing students about inaccurate 
assumptions regarding mental issues. 

“It is wrong to believe that people 
who deal with mental issues are too 
sensitive to handle pressure,” said 
Dean. 

How can we as fellow students 
help those around us with mental 
stigmas and help ourselves also? Anna 
Almendrala explains in her article on

Every day, more schools 
and colleges around the 
globe take steps to utilize 
technology campus wide 
and extend easier access 
to education. Leading this 
charge at Jones County 
Junior College is English 
instructor Missie Meeks. 

In addition to teaching, 
she has become a local 
technological innovator 
at Jones and was recently 
recognized as Mississippi’s 
Humanities Teacher of the 
Year for 2016. 

“I was so honored and 
surprised when Dr. (David) 
Lowery told me I had been 
recognized for it and 
couldn’t have been more 
excited,” said Meeks. 

Meeks’ reputation as a 
teacher proceeds her. In 
addition to her new award, 
she was also honored with 
the Barbara and Gary 
Sauls Humanities Award 
and the Faculty Award for 
Excellence in Work and 
College Service at JCJC 
in 2012. She is the chief 
sponsor for the Sigma 
Kappa English Honor 
Society chapter at JCJC 


and was appointed the 
Advisement Coordinator 
for the Humanities 
Department in 2015. 

In accepting this 
honor, Meeks delivered a 
presentation on Oct. 18 in 
the Fine Arts Auditorium. 
This presentation, titled 
“Using Technology to 
Build Composition Skills,” 
examined in depth how 
she applied technology 
and computers into the 
learning experience 
for the Humanities 
Department at JCJC. 

“I’m super excited 
for the presentation,” 
said Meeks, days before 
speaking to the audience. 
“I hope it’s something that 
people are interested in 
and want to hear.” 

After 16 years of 
teaching English, she 
has put emphasis on 
incorporating technology 
into the classroom. This 
emphasis is apparent in 
her classes through her 
exclusive use of Google 
Docs, an online word 
processing program 
that saves all documents 
instantaneously online 
to ensure that students 


do not lose their work. 
Meeks has also turned her 
attention to the future 
of technology in the 
classroom. 

“If I had to guess, I 
would imagine an artificial 
intelligence or a program 


that edits and annotates 
papers for the students is 
the next future innovation 
in classroom technology,” 
said Meeks. 

Bringing information 
and methods of education 
and communication to 


the classroom is her 
passion and her role in the 
Humanities Department. 

Her new award and 
previous honors are 
evidence of her teaching 
abilities. The highest 
honor for Meeks, however, 


is having the opportunity 
to teach English and 
bringing her technological 
expertise to the forefront 
of JCJC’s Humanities 
Department. She looks 
forward to continuing to 
do so in the years to come.

A traveling art show 
with historic ties to 
Laurel will be on Jones 
County Junior College’s 
campus from Nov. 7 to 
Dec. 17. 

The Mississippi Art 
Colony’s work will be 
displayed in the Visual 
Arts building’s Eula Lewis 
Bass gallery. 

The gallery will feature 
work from some of 
the most noted artists 
from across the state, 
including Sherry Phillips 
Carlson, Denise Dengler, 
Randy Jolly, Patt Odom, 
Jamie Tate, Sandra Halat, 
Billie Bourgeois, Andrea 
Kostyal, C. Keith Alford, 
Elke Briuer, Paulette 
Dove, Ruthie Komar, Judy 
Maclnnis, Norma Seward, 
Richard Stephens, Cissy 
Quinn and Susie Ranager. 

“This is a great 
opportunity for students 
to see what happens 
when artists in the state 
collaborate, work on 
their craft,” said JCJC art 
instructor Mark Brown. 

The Colony, which has 
always accepted only 
artists from Mississippi 
as its members, was first 
organized in 1948, in the 
Allison’s Wells Hotel in 
Way. The group stayed 
there for 15 years before 
relocating to Stafford 
Springs, near Heidelberg. 


The Colony separated 
itself from other art 
societies by allowing 
its artists full control 
over the society and its 
gallery. The artists not 
only created the art, but 
also managed how, where 
and when it would be 
displayed. 

In 1970, desiring a 
more urban location, 
the Colony moved its 
headquarters to a city 
familiar to JCJC students: 
Laurel. 

The group operated 
there until moving in 
1973 to its current home, 
Camp Henry S. Jacobs in 
Utica. 

Brown said the Colony 
is an example for 
students so that they can 
be successful in working 
with others and creating 
art, even after college. 

“After college, there’s 
still people out there 
collaborating together 
and doing what they love,” 
said Brown. 

Beverly Dennis, a 
former art instructor at 
the school, is a member 
of the Colony. 

“My tenure on the JCJC 
Art Faculty was brilliant,” 
wrote Dennis in an email 
to the Radionian. “I 
loved the opportunity 
to do the things I love 
best, talk about art and 
teach! My colleagues

Ole Miss student, Jordan Samson, has learned the 
hard way the effects his words can have. Samson left 
a Facebook comment in response to the Charlotte 
protests regarding an act of “police brutality.” He made 
what is said to be a racist comment suggesting the 
condoning of lynching. 

Participants are constantly debating their opinions 
on the internet, and social media has sadly become 
nothing but a hub of these opinions. Chances are, one 
is never far from something people disagree with. Not 
enough of those people actually stop to think about the 
consequences that may follow. 

In Samson’s case, his comment was directly followed 
by protests on Ole Miss’s campus. With one single 
comment, he changed the environment of Ole Miss. The 
atmosphere of the students completely changed, and 
the students felt threatened and/or became hostile. 

Since the incident, Samson has deactivated his 
account on Facebook after taking down his comment. 
He then issued an apology and willingly withdrew from 
Ole Miss.

All of Samson’s time and work has turned to almost 
nothing because of one Facebook comment. While he 
technically had a right to his opinion, he did not stop to 
think how one comment could affect his entire future, 
as it did. He may forever struggle with finding a job, let 
alone a career.

The point is that one 
should always be careful of what he or she says on the 
internet regardless of the right to his or her opinion.

According to medical 
researchers from the 
National Center for 
Biotechnology Information, 
there are at least two new 
viruses being discovered 


each year. With the 
growing health risk, one 
would think that health 
care would become more 
available, but it has not. 

It’s estimated there 
are between 20,000 and 
45,000 deaths a year due 
to lack of health insurance. 


Several racial, ethnic, 
socioeconomic and other 
minority groups lack 
adequate health insurance 
compared with the 
majority population.

Spanking children is not the only option

This perpetual use of 
force over people has 
created generation after 
generation of individuals, 
as well as entire societies 
and cultures, which 
believe that the best way 
to inform and convince, is 
through one of the oldest, 
most absolute laws of 
corporal punishment. One 


aspect that this applies 
to is parenting. Spanking 
and hitting as a means of 
discipline is an aspect of 
parenting that has existed 
nearly as long as parenting 
has; however, its effects are 
now being realized. 

To parents, using force 
or corporal punishment 
is to enact power or 
violence over a child in 
order to coerce them 
into submission. Several 


examples of data ranging 
from expert opinions from 
pediatricians to surveyed 
parents prove that 
spanking and other forms 
of punitive punishments 
lead to higher chances of 
children developing mood 
disorders, mental disorders 
and drug abuse later in life. 

The American Academy 
of Pediatrics report that 
68 percent of American 
parents believe that 


spanking is not only 
effective, but essential. Two 
out of every three pairs of 
surveyed parents spank 
their child daily, and 25 
percent of parents report 
spanking their child before 
the age of six months. 

The University of New 
Hampshire conducted a 
study in which they found 
strong correlations with

The barn ownership 
began with his great- 
grandparents, then his 
grandparents, then his 
parents and now his. 
Growing up, Mauldin and 
his friends helped repair 
and nail the roof with 
his father. During middle 
school, he and his friends 


would help with the repairs. 
The same roof from when 
they were kids remains 
today. 

After his father’s passing 
in 2011, Mauldin began to 
take over the building and 
the livestock that were 
there. Just over a year ago, 
the building encompassed 
tractors and equipment 
which they later used to 
build on for storage and 
extra garage space. After 
the upstairs addition was 
made into a large gathering 
place for his family, the 
rustic locale was requested 
for hosting events. 
Soon after Mauldin’s 
granddaughter used the 
venue for her wedding, he 
began learning about the 
venue business with his 
wife, Becky. “Planning for 


a wedding usually starts 
weeks and months before, 
but the set up usually 
begins on Wednesday or 
Thursday before a Saturday 
wedding with tables and 
chairs going in place inside 
and outside the grand 
hall,” said Mauldin. The 
venue is open for any type 
of event, but weddings are 
the most popular. “Prices 
vary according to the 
type of event and time it’s 
used. Weddings involve 
the most time, and regular 
rates run from $3,000 to 
$4,200 depending on the 
number of days involved,” 
said Mauldin. Weekdays 
are the lowest rate followed 
by Friday and Sunday, then 
Saturday being the most 
expensive because of the

When Kamryn was just 
18 months old, she was 
adopted by Steve and 
Karen Walker from an 
orphanage in Moscow, 
Russia. In the orphanage, 
she was called Sasha, 
but her birth name is 
Mikhailovna Stanislava 
Rychkova. Walker has one 
older sister, Jackie, and two 
older brothers, Matthew 
and Nathan. She is the only 
one of her siblings who is 
adopted. Walker says that 
she has always known she 
was adopted, and she has 
never tried to hide it. “It 
wasn’t like ‘Surprise! You’re 
adopted!’ I pretty much 
always knew,” said Walker. 

Although she has never 
learned the language, she 
has been interested in her 
Russian heritage for as 


long as she can remember 
and has always longed to 
visit. In 2012, Walker, her 
mother and her aunt were 
able to go on a two-week 
river cruise in Russia that 
sailed the Volga River and 
stopped at inland cities 
between St. Petersburg 
and Moscow. The trip 
was interesting because 
Walker had to be careful 
during her visit. She had to 
be sure to fit in with the rest 


of the American tourists. 
“Because I still have 
my Russian citizenship, 
there is a chance that 
the Russian government 
could have kept me there,” 
said Walker. While in 
Russia, she learned a lot. 
She was interested in the 
history, the art and the 
architecture of churches 
she visited. 

She also learned that 
in Russia almost no one 


owned private vehicles. 
Most transportation was 
done publicly. And the 
living situations were 
much different than here 
in the United States. “The 
people were just starting to 
own their own apartments 
as a result of Communism,” 
said Walker. One thing 
that she remembers most 
about Russia was the food. 

“This one time when I 
was eating on one of my 
last days there, they put 
cow tongue as a meat on 
my salad and it was pretty 
good! “The thing I loved 
most about Russia was 
the moment I stepped on 
Russian soil, I knew I was 
back to a place I knew, 
somewhere I belonged,” 
Walker said. Walker has 
online pen-pals in the 
United States that were 
adopted from Russia 
around the same time that 
she was. They all keep in 
touch with each other and 
even try to get together

Students get kidnapped in Hattiesburg

Late night cramming 
sessions, back-to-back 
lectures and early morning 
classes keep students in 
constant anticipation of 
finding the best way to 
unwind and entertain their 
weekend hours. While 
there are the usual ways 
to pass time, Hattiesburg 
now offers an additional 
attraction with escape 
rooms. 

Escape rooms are 
quickly expanding and 
exploding in popularity. 
Originating in Asia in 2008, 
escape rooms have grown 
to exceed 3,000 rooms 
across multiple countries. 
College Town Escape 
Rooms, located at 6668 
Hwy 98 Hattiesburg, MS, is 
a live-action game that is 
entirely unique. Business 
owner Kody Liston booked 
seven members of the 
JCJC Radionian staff for 
an escape room scenario 
that was described 


as ‘captivating’ and 
surprisingly challenging. 

Liston explained to the 
students that they would 
have a total of 60 minutes 
to escape the room or 
lose the game. Escaping 
requires solving puzzles, 
decoding symbols and 
finding tools to help get 
out of the room. Every tool 
that is needed to escape is 
in reachable distance and 
three hints are allowed 
unless a special key is 
found that unlocks an 
additional hint. 

“All of our rooms are 
built from the ground up,” 
said Liston. “We do not buy 
any props or puzzles for 
our rooms. We take extra 
time to create a unique 
scenario for customers.” 

All seven participants 
were blind-folded and 
led into a dark, cold 
room. In this scenario, 
the participants were 
kidnapped and left in a 
holding spot until their 
kidnapper returned. 
Once the timer started, 


the students hurried to 
remove their blind-folds 
and stumbled around each 
other in the dark, hoping 
to find a light switch. 
However, the obvious 
solution to their problems, 
such as the main light in 
the room, was tagged. 
Items with tags meant that 
they were not allowed to 
be used in the game, so 
another solution had to be 
found. 

Fifteen to twenty 
minutes after feeling 
around for clues, one of the 
students flipped a hidden 
light switch. This was the 
first clear picture that 
anyone had of the room, 
and it did not make much 
sense. Symbols on the 
wall, old furniture, several 
books with journal entries 
and a pile of tapes in the 
corner made up most of 
the room. It was not very 
encouraging scenery, and 
the students began trying 
to piece together how 
these peculiar items would 
help them escape. 

“I was honestly expecting 
a less challenging 
scenario,” said Ashton 
Cawthon, a JCJC student. 
“The room is smaller 
and harder than what I 
thought, and there are 
many more components.” 

Everyone began 

turning over furniture, 
pillaging through drawers, 
thumbing through books 
and trying to make sense 
of the clues around the 
room when JCJC student, 
Brittney Smith, found a 
special tool that helped 
find hidden messages, 


which led them to another 
clue. 

In addition to the 
Radionian staff, JCJC’s 
social science division and 
women’s basketball team 
gave the room a whirl. 
Each group seemed to 
find the room to be a great 
team building experience 
and went with people 
they were already familiar 
working with. However, 
the experience they 
already had working with 
each other did not take 
away from the challenge 
the room presented. 

“These guys are creative,” 
said Stacy Ruth, a social 
science instructor. “The 
elements of clues, hints, 
locks, boxes and sequence 
of events were awesome.” 

The escape room is 
cleverly rigged to where, 
no matter how many keys 
or clues are discovered, 
the key to unlock the door 
to escape will always be 
found last. As the final 
seconds ticked away, the 
news students did manage 
to unlock the final clue and 
excitedly ran towards the 
door. 

“I was surprised we used 
the entire 60 minutes,” 
said Cawthon. “I expected 
to figure out everything a 
lot sooner, especially with 
so many of us.” 

“Only 32 percent of 
people ever escape the 
kidnapped room,” said 
Liston. 

Unfortunately, the JCJC 
news students failed to 
escape by mere seconds,

The characteristics that 
separate most athletes 
from the truly special 
athlete is the special 
athlete’s drive and desire 
to return to their playing 
surface stronger and with 
more experience to offer 
their teammates. Such is 
the case with Lott.

Bordeaux. At the same 
time, however, they use 
the setting to highlight 
pressing issues such as 
racism, bigotry and drug 
smuggling, controversial 
matters that are still 
prevalent today. 

The game is an open- 
world experience in the 
vein of titles such as 
“Grand Theft Auto” or 
“Saints Row.” In order to

that he gave to a graduating 
class 10 years ago, which 
included certain principles 
to make one’s life more 
successful. 

“Live in the present, 
reconcile the past but 
look to the future,” said 
Pickering. 

He pointed out the 
importance of attitude on 
one’s life and how attitude 


affects how events in one’s 
life will turn out. Pickering 
used a quote by Charles 
R. Swindoll in order to 
support his claim that 
attitude is everything. 

“We cannot change our 
past. We cannot change 
the fact that people will act 
in a certain way. We cannot 
change the inevitable,” said 
Swindoll. “The only thing 
we can do is play on the 
one string we have, which 
is our attitude.” 

Pickering told stories 


of George Washington, 
Abraham Lincoln and 
Nathan Hale, exemplifying 
their patriotism and good 
character as examples that 
American citizens can look 
to today. He encouraged 
the honor students to be 
part of something bigger 
than themselves and to 
serve their country with 
dignity and commitment 
to God. 

In his career, he has 
held the positions of 
Chairperson of the 


Mississippi Republican 
Party from 1976-1978, 
Judge of the United 
States District Court for 
the Southern District of 
Mississippi from 1990- 
2004, and Judge of the 
United States Court of 
Appeals for the Fifth 
Circuit in 2004. 

“I agree with his belief 
that America has become 
divided and needs to find 
some way to have honest, 
open conversations about 
issues,” said Tyler Wilson, 


a sophomore. “I also 
respect his unwavering 
commitment to faith.” 

Both freshmen and 
sophomore students 
listened to Pickering and 
responded to what he said 
in a positive manner. 

“I earned a lot of respect 
for people in the political 
world while listening 
to Judge Pickering; 
politics can be extremely 
evil and manipulative,” 
said Summer Taylor, a 
freshman. “I think it was a 


humbling experience and 
an amazing opportunity 
for our honors class to be 
able to have a first-hand 
view of a person who 
did not give up when life 
became overwhelming and 
difficult.”

College students face pressures 
which can lead to depression

Suicide is the second 
leading cause of death 
among college students. 
Studies reveal there are 
more than a thousand 
deaths on college campuses 
each year from suicide. 
The number one reason 
for suicide among college 
students is untreated 
depression. 

It makes sense that the 
demographic trend is 
leaning towards the college 
population. This is a time in 
a young adult’s life where 
he or she must decide what 
to dedicate oneself to. 
Students will spend every 
day for the rest of their lives 
pursuing the career that 
they chose at 18, 19 or 20. 
This can be a burdensome 
task for someone who 
has just been exposed to 
a world of new concepts, 
religious convictions, 
political views and different 
cultural stigmas. This is a 
person who is questioning 
whether a god exists and if 


there is a certain way to live 
or if it all just happens to be 
undetermined. 

At this age, students 
are beginning to know 
themselves and think 
about life on a deeper level. 
College students are also 
exposed to new freedoms, 
but they often lack the 
wisdom to manage that 
freedom and are faced 
with learning from their 
failures. Failure welcomes 
questions of competency 
and uncertainty about 
the purpose they serve 
or whether they do have 
purpose at all. 

A question of purpose 
is just one of many 
overwhelming components 
students face. Some also 
have the weight of financial 
burden, such as the stress of 
maintaining a high enough 
GPA to continue his or her 
education and still work full¬ 
time to pay tuition or help 
provide for family. Students 
may be worrying over the 
strain tuition places on their 
parents or grandparents 
and if their families will have 


enough to keep the lights 
on or pay medical bills. No 
one wants that for their 
family, but sometimes the 
paycheck doesn’t stretch. 
Some students have to 
make the tough choices like 
studying for an exam and 
facing financial struggle, 
or working the extra hours 
and barely maintaining a 
passing grade. 

Finding purpose for one’s 
life while serving the role 
of provider, friend, student, 
employee, coworker, 

waitress, athlete, writer, 
son or daughter is mentally 
and physically exhausting. 
To prioritize the many roles 
that one may serve, even 
though all are important 
components to identity, can 
become overwhelming. 

All of these factors still 
only amount to a few reasons 
why college students may 
consider suicide. 

Depression manifests 
symptoms such as 
sleeplessness, feelings of 
helplessness, neglect in 
appearance, eating too 
little or too much, feeling 


lethargic, withdrawing from 
others, feelings of guilt, loss 
of interest in things that 
were once enjoyable and 
feeling sad for two or more 
weeks. 

Thoughts of suicide are 
not uncommon in people 
this age, and statistics 
show that one in five 
college students feel that 
their depression is at a 
higher level than it should 
be. Yet, only 6 percent of 
those students said they 
felt justified enough to 
do something about their 
depression. 

If these symptoms are 
becoming prevalent in 
someone’s behavior, do not 
hesitate to reach out or 
ask for professional help 
on the person’s behalf. 
Suicide is a tragedy, and 
it can be prevented if the 
right choices are made. 
Ask for the assistance of 
the college’s help facility or 
reach out to one of many 
suicide hotlines that are 
available: Shafer Center in 
Hattiesburg’s 24-hour crisis 
line (601) 264-7078. 


Semicolon movement 
represents hope

By now, many people 
have heard about the 
semicolon movement. 
One may most commonly 
see a semicolon drawn on 
someone’s wrist. With this 
small symbol however, 
comes a larger meaning. 

This movement came 
about from and for those 
facing mental conditions 
such as depression and 
anxiety, and for those 
who have considered or 
attempted suicide. The 
semicolon by definition 
is a punctuation mark 
indicating a pause 
between two main 
clauses of a sentence. This 
definition has become 
a metaphor for those 
who have attempted or 
considered ending their 
lives. 

According to The 
Semicolon Project, which 
created the movement, 
the semicolon “represents 
a sentence the author 
could have ended, but 
chose not to.” 

The author represents 
the person affected and 
the semicolon, their life. 
It represents that those 
suffering from mental 
illnesses have chosen to 
continue living. 

Anyone can join in this 


movement. Even those 
not facing these obstacles 
can wear this symbol in 
respect to those who are 
or have. The symbol is 
merely a sign of support 
for those going through 
the battles of suicide. The 
movement as a whole is 
dedicated to representing 
hope to those struggling 
with depression, suicide 
and/or self-harm. 

Those supporting this 
movement have begun 
going so far as to getting 
a semicolon tattooed 
on themselves. They are 
most commonly put on a 
wrist, which is a common 
place for those who self- 
harm. 

The movement has 
gained attention over 
the years and has greatly 
affected the cause 
of suicide awareness 
by becoming a very 
recognizable symbol. 
Even those not personally 
affected by suicide or 
mental conditions know 
of its meaning, which 
has resulted in people 
becoming more sensitive 
to those who are affected. 
The growth of this 
movement has also helped 
those struggling to see 
that they are not alone in 
their journey, which is a 
feeling that could possibly 
be enough to save a life.

Suicide not only affects 
the victim. The death of a 
loved one can cause serious 
emotional trauma for those 
left behind, especially if the 
loved one took his or her 
own life. 

According to 

PsychCentral, suicide is 
a leading cause of death 
among youth and young 
adults, making parents 
common suicide survivors. 


Studies of suicide- 
bereaved parents show that 
they deal with the death 
about the same as those 
of murder or accident- 
bereaved, but showed 
significantly more shame 
than their counterparts. 

“Parental suicide 

survivors are also more 
apt to blame themselves 
for actions either taken 
or overlooked and often 
felt powerless over the

Suicide rates increase in young adults

November is national 
suicide awareness month 
and with it comes the 
remembrance of those who 
we have lost to the growing 
epidemic of suicide. While 
there is research regarding 
the causes of suicide, the 
study of the brain has 
always been a leading area 
of investigation. 

There are many 
misconceptions and myths 
related to the topic of 
suicide, and this has led to 
many false presumptions in 
the way that many people 


view the topic. While 
there are environmental 
situations that can lead to 
suicidal behaviors, there 
are also many psychological 
reasons. 

One of the most common 
misconceptions is that 
people are romanticizing 
or pretending to be suicidal 
for attention. This thought 
process is far from true 
however, and remarks of 
the nature can at times 
trigger people who are 
suffering from suicidal 
thoughts. 

“I disagree that suicidal 
behavior is only for 
attention. When someone 


attempts or talks about 
suicide, you have to take 
them seriously. Even if a 
person’s motivation for 
making suicidal comments 
is to get attention, there 
is something wrong with 
that thought process,” said 
JCJC psychology teacher 
Stephanie Green. 

While suicidal tendencies 
and behaviors have risen 
through all age ranges 
and racial demographics 
through the past few 
decades, the most dramatic 
increase has been seen 
in people between the 
ages of 18 and 29. Green 
explained that a very large 


contributing factor is the 
effects of social media and 
the digital world that we 
live in today. 

People ranging from 18 to 
29 are heavily engaged with 
social media, television 
and video games. With this 
has come an overexposure 
to senseless violence and 
death, which can lead to a 
sense of overall numbness 
to the topic. This makes 
suicide seem more like a 
rationalized decision rather 
than a last resort. 

“Some people now view 
suicide as a choice because 
(before) we didn’t have the

Victim of suicide attempt shares experience

An anonymous victim 
of depression was asked 
about her experiences 
with thoughts of suicide. 
Her responses tell of her 
attempts and how she 
overcame the hardest parts 
of her life that led to her 
thoughts of suicide. 

Q. How did you attempt 
suicide? 

A. I attempted suicide 
technically three times. 
The first time, I attempted 
to overdose using my 
grandmother’s sleeping 
medicine. The second time, 
I tried to overdose using 
acetaminophen, Tylenol. 
The third time was also 
an attempted Tylenol 
overdose. 

Q. What triggered your 
thoughts of suicide? 

A. I had several things 
that made me think about 
suicide. At the time, I was 


dealing with many difficult 
relationships. I didn’t have 
support from very many 
people. My self- loathing, in 
addition to hurtful people 
around me, made me think 
that I wasn’t a person that 
needed to be on this earth. 

Q. Did you ever have 
second thoughts? 

A. I had several second 
thoughts. Committing 
suicide wasn’t something 
that I really wanted to do; I 
just thought that it was the 
best decision that I could 
make. I was hurting from 
everything around me, and 
it was a way to escape. 

Q. What went through 
your mind as you attempted 
suicide? 

A. When I first took 
the pills, I was scared. 
I contacted my ex¬ 
boyfriend, with whom I had 
a very close relationship, 
and told him what I had 
done. After the pills began 


to take effect, I began to 
feel relieved. I felt groggy 
from the sleeping pills, 
so I eventually fell asleep. 
However, I felt miserable 
after I woke up. It was one 
of the worst experiences of 
my life. 

Q. If you would have 
succeeded in taking your 
own life, what impact do 
you think would it have had 
on your family and loved 
ones? 

A. Taking your own life is 
never the right answer to 
your problems, and I realize 
that now. Removing myself 
from this world would have 
created a deep sorrow 
in my loved ones which 
would have possibly caused 
them to hurt themselves or 
others. I’ve always wanted 
to help others, and that was 
not the way to do it. 

Q. How has your attempt 
affected your present life? 

A. My attempt to kill 


myself has affected my 
present life in that my loved 
ones worry more about me, 
causing them stress, which 
hurts me. My family even 
sometimes ridicules me 
for my attempt, creating 
a deeper pain. But it also 
allows me to help others 
when they think that 
suicide is the answer. Since 
I can understand what 
feeling that terrible feels 
like, I am a valuable source 
of support for others. 

Q. How do you feel about 
your life today? 

A. My life today is hard, 
but I have people around 
me who I know I will never 
lose. Thankfully, after the 
event, I resolved the issues 
that plagued me and still 
work through them today. 
However, I will never feel 
the hopelessness again that 
I felt then. 

Q. What advice would you

situation,” said 

PyschCentral. “Blaming 
was found to be endemic 
in the families affected 
by suicide, where the 
child was viewed as an 
innocent victim in the 
incident. Furthermore, 
the parents of suicide 
victims expressed a need 
to reconstruct their lives 
through an extensive 
period of self-examination 
and self-exculpation.” 

According to Healthy 
Place, America’s Mental 
Health Channel, loved 
ones of those who commit 
suicide are treated

internet or social media 
to know what was going 
on with others,” said 
Green. “It could also be 
because of the increase

This behavior 
in survivors can lead to 
isolation and confusion. 

“People who’ve recently 
lost someone through 
suicide are at increased 
risk for thinking about, 
planning, or attempting 
suicide,” said Harvard 
Health. “After any loss of a 
loved one, it’s not unusual 
to wish you were dead; 
that doesn’t mean you’ll 
act on the wish.” 

Mixed emotions in 
the survivors are also 
extremely common. 
According to Harvard 
Health, the person that 


television. We have 
become desensitized 
to suicide, death and 
violence.” 

Many chemistry studies 
of the brain have shown 
that within the brain, a 
lack of the neurological 
transmitters dopamine 
and serotonin has been 
linked to suicide. Another 


committed suicide can 
seem to be the victim 
of mental illness, but 
can also be interpreted 
by some as to have 
committed assault on 
oneself or rejected the 
family left behind. Due to 
this, parents can be angry 
at that person and also 
feel great grief, making 
the coping process more 
difficult. 

Not only does suicide 
scar the parents of the 
victim, but it also deeply 
affects the siblings. 
PyschCentral also found 
there is a seven-time 
increase in depression 
within siblings of the 
suicide victim. 

“Sibling survivors are 
often called the forgotten 


consideration is stress. 
Stress hormones play a 
large factor in anxiety and 
the way people handle 
anxiety. 

Suicide awareness is a 
growing field of study that 
has led to new information 
and understanding of 
the mind. Even though 
there is progress to be 


mourners. When a sibling 
dies, those siblings left 
behind, no matter their 
ages, are considered 
secondary mourners to 
the parents and/or if 
the sibling who died had 
a spouse and children,” 
said Sibling Survivors of 
Suicide Loss. “For those 
siblings still living at 
home, they will ‘lose’ their 
parents for some time as 
the parents grieve the 
death of the deceased 
child.” 

Suicide not only ends 
one’s life, but also deeply 
affects the lives of family 
and friends. If one has

Racial and ethnic 
minorities, according to 
scientists from Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, are often 
given a health insurance 
plan that limits the 
amount of services 
available to them as 
well as the number of 
providers they can use. 

In addition to the 
financial difficulty of 
healthcare, there are 
also legal barriers that 
stop some people. Low- 
income immigrant 

groups are more likely to 
experience legal barriers. 

For example, insurance 
coverage through 

Medicaid is not available 
to immigrants who have 
been residents in the U.S 
for less than five years, 
but people can become 
sick during their first 
encounter with a new 
environment. 

Older patients are often 
living on a fixed income 
and cannot afford to 
pay for their healthcare. 


Older people are also 
more likely to experience 
problems or suffer from a 
lack of mobility. With 15 
percent of older adults 
in the U.S not having 
access to the internet, 
these individuals are also 
less likely to know about 
the benefits of their 
healthcare. 

Another factor to 
the scarce availability 
of healthcare would be 
that there is a lack of 
healthcare facilities in 
certain areas. According 
to the study on 
environmental threats by 
the CDC, in areas where 
minority populations 
are concentrated such 
as inner cities and rural 
areas, the number of 
health practitioners 
and diagnostic facilities 
is often inadequate; 
therefore, many of those 
living in these areas have 
to go the extra mile in 
order to obtain the same 
health care that others 
have. 

It is obvious that our 
country needs better 
health care options for 
its people.

spanking children and 
overall intelligence. A 
study conducted in over 
32 countries found that 
lower IQs of up to 13 points 
were found in children in 
countries where spanking 
was more prevalent. Dr. 
Aletha Solter, a Swiss/ 
American developmental 
psychologist attributes 
this IQ drop to children 
being in “survival mode” 
after being spanked or hit, 


and are focused on their 
well-being, rather than 
learning or absorbing new 
information. 

Parents that spank 
are not bad parents. More 
often than not, parents 
who spank do so with the 
best of intentions. Most 
parents see spanking as a 
method of correction in 
badly behaved children. 
While this may be the case, 
it does not prevent the side 
effects and doesn’t help 
the child fundamentally 
understand why the action 
was bad in the first place. 


Peaceful Parenting is a 
conscious and disciplined 
approach to parenting with 
heavy uses of empathy, 
reason and compassion. It 
is a philosophy that focuses 
on the dynamic between 
a parent and a child, and 
provides understanding of 
how violence inherently 
breeds more violence. 

Children generate 
a large amount of 
responsibility and 

obligation to be good 
and virtuous, as children 
learn from their parent’s 
actions just as much, if not 


more than their words. If 
children grow up with the 
understanding that the 
best or only way to make 
someone understand 
something is through 
force and violence, they 
will perpetuate this cycle 
and apply it to others. 

Peaceful parenting 
is an outlet to break the 
cycle and certainly is not 
the easier alternative. It 
requires temperament, 
patience and time to learn 
how to become the most 
effective parent one can 
be.

Baker. The mission was in 
San Lucas, a municipality 
in the Madriz providence, 
close to the Guatemalan 
border. 

Baker and Hampton 
helped by writing 
prescriptions and 

ordering medications for 
locals. The group they 
worked with filled more 
than 15,000 prescriptions, 
distributed 314 pairs of 
glasses and extracted 534 
teeth. 

But for the mission 
team, two numbers stood 


out more than the rest: 
300 Bibles given away 
and 30 professions of 
faith. Both a children’s 
and adult’s ministry team 
went on the trip, sharing 
the Baptist doctrine. 

“We got to know them 
and we prayed with 
them-we prayed with 
all of them,” said Baker. 
“Physical needs are 
important, but spiritual 
needs are even more 
important.” 

In Nicaragua, 

Catholicism is the 
dominant religion. 

“They’re not really sure 
about Baptist faith, so we 
[the medical providers] 


stepped aside and let 
our ministry team talk to 
them,” said Hampton. 

Hampton said that one 
thing that stood out to her 
was the toughness of the 
people. “The main thing 
we saw was arthritis,” she 
said. “Everyone there 
works hard.” 

One woman, who Baker 
helped, told her that her 
husband, who was older 
than she was, was not 
able to come get medical 
attention because he was 
working in the fields. The 
woman was 90. The 
source of Nicaragua’s 
problem is not necessarily 
that sickness is more 


severe there, but that 
doctors lack the necessary 
medicine and training. 

“The physicians there 
probably have the level of 
education of a nurse here,” 
said Hampton. 

When Nicaraguan 
doctors learned of the 
mission team’s presence, 
they sought out the 
team and worked with 
them, offering any 
help they could. 

Baker and Hampton both 
described the experience 
as “humbling.” 

“Lord willing, all of my 
children will go on their 
own mission trips,” said 
Hampton.

All three interviewees 
admitted to being 
unpredictable, expressing 
how broad their brains take 
them, but never actually 
shared what was inside 
their heads - except one.
